The - introduced them-, 
selves as the proprietors of the plants 
on Pauahl street, and ostentatiously 
displayed their heayy;' fltfcks^ 'They 
further stated that ;to^andr.thelr 
"club": owned furniture and fittings 
over there valued at about f30,000, not 
counting the 300 women, whose tame 
was not. stated. They told this man 
that If this project went through, viz,, 
if the Pauahi street tenants were 
warned off, they would sew hlin up;in 
a bag and deposit him in the harbor/ 
His sign should . Immediately •, come;, 
down, and theyoffered "to confer jjn 
the next room "as to the best means of 
disposing of' him. They left him in 
considerable uncertainty as to" what 
would become of him, and they took 
away the petition. This man's place 
was closed up for a few days, in .the 
meantime the "club" (as they • aie 
called on Pauahi street) continued to 
call in hacks upon several signers of 
the. petition.

Congressman G. Mondell 


Talks of Hawaii. 


The Wyoming Statesman Gives a 


Beautiful Word Painting D«e- 


orlptlve of His Recent Visit. 


In course of conversation with Con- 


gressman Mondell, the Republican re- 
ceived some very interesting informa- 
tion concerning the Hawaiian Islands, 
Mr. Mondell having become very fa- 
miliar with Uncle Sam's new posses- 
sions on his recent trip to them.

burbs of Honolulu, you are under the 
mystic: charm and spell of these sirens, 
of the Pcaific; and your stay, .be it 
long orrbrief, is a continual delight, a 
novel experience of never flagging in- 
terest. • The perfect climate; the sce- 
nery, charming, picturesque, sublime; 
the people, kindly, courteous, hospi- 
table; all contribute to 'make a so- 
journ in: these isles of enchantment an 
experience never to be forgotten and 
which one cannot but hope to repeat 
For those Whose lives have been spent 
in regions where Mother Earth dis- 
penses her bounties sparingly and 
somewhat grudgingly, where- the en- 
joyment of the most perfect day may 
be clouded by thoughts of the chilling 
blasts to follow, the first experience in 
the tropics is particularly charming. 


"Wherever the necessary moisture- 


is present nature seems riotously ex- 
travagant in the abundance of her 
gifts, and challenges interest and ad- 


' miration with the endless variety and 


-beautiful and novel forms of vegetable 
life; and in Hawaii One enjoys the 
beauty and luxuriance of the tropics 
in a climate well nigh perfect; attired 
in the creamy linen and snowy duck 
•which you have always • admired., but 
avoided at home through fears of chills 
and attendant ills, constantly fanned 
by the balmy but refreshing and ever- 
faithful trade winds from off the north 
ocean, you drink in the delights of a 
tropical clime, free from all thoughts 
of oppressive heat and as buoyant as 
tinder the invigorating influences of a 


• September morning on the 
Laramle 
plains. Dame Nature is as variable in 
sbme respects herej however, as she is 
wont to be elsewhere; to the wtodward 
side of the Islands ,theever constant 
trade winds, bring, the treasures' of 
moisture from across the broad Pacific 
. and wafting them over the ascending 
slopes create a condition of great hu- 
midity; 
not torrential, devastating 


downpours, but lightly falling, sim- 
mering showers, which illustrate what 
keeping at a thing in a moderate way 
will accomplish; for' these showers, 


• -which chase each other across 
the 


landscape, with intervening periods of 
brilliant sunshine, only occasionally 
developing into a vigorous downpour, 
succeed in depositing 
from five to 


twelve feet of water per annum. Hav- 
ing accomplished this beneficent ser- 
vice from the protecting coral reefs to 
the mountain ^eights which, at an al- 
titude of from five to fourteen thou- 
sand feet, form the backbone of the 
Islands, the clouds pass high over the 


""" ' le^wartT slopes, only^occasionally and 


begrudgingly 'granting the parched 
hillsides a refreshing shower, gener- 
ally leaving them as dry, parched and 
destitute of vegetation as a typical cen- 
tral Wyoming hillside in August. 


"From the luxuriant coffee and sugar 


plantations in the Olaa district of Ha- 
waii, to the sparsely grassed, cactus- 
covered cattle .ranches in the 
Kona 


district of the same Island, is found 
the entire range of conditions from 
moist luxuriance to arid poverty, and 
these two points are no further apart 
than Cheyenne and Laramie; to.travel 
on an air line from one to the other 
would render necessary the hewing of 
one's way through miles of almost im- 
penetrable tropical jungle, where mon- 
strous parasitia vines, with their my- 
riad arms fold the giant trees in the 
deathlike embrace; where the tree 
fern rears its leafy crown t;^h above 
the tangled stems of wild bananas and 
countless forms of gorgeously hued un- 
dergrowth; up and across the rough 
and jagged beds of former lava ffows; 
through thinning vegetation and'over 
barren rocks ascending the slope of 
Mauna Ix>a. past its mighty crater and 
snowclad rrest nparly fifteen thousand 
feet above the level of the. blue Pacific. 
which rolls its long swells on either 
hand,-and thenre down the parched, 
rugged and scantily grassed slopes on 
tbc lee shore of the Island.

Mr. A. L. Atkinson is now the owner of a valuable Hawaii- 


an relic. In digging in one of the rice .fields several days ago in 
the Ewa district of this Island, an idol was discovered burled in 
the mud. A picture of 'it Is given above in three phases — the 
.front, the side and the back. It stands a little over five feet high, 
.and is not like any other idol known. 'The person who found "it 
knew that Mr. Atkinson was a collector of curios, and brought it 
to him. It was purchased for a sum in three figures. Professor 
Brigham has examined it and pronounces It to be genuine. Sev- 
eral of the older natives have examined it andjiall it very ancient. 
It is said by them to be not a local god, but a helau god. One 
person who has examined it says it is Ku Kaili Moku, or, in short, 
Kaili, or feather god. Mr. Atkinson does not believe it is. It Is 
made of black ohia wood. This valuable find will be critically 
examined .by the natives; and Us history obtained, if possible. 
It is in a fair state of preservation, but some of 
the carvings 
are not understood, because they are somewhat obliterated.

Following ia the substance of Mr. 


Klncaid's paper: 


In order to get at the root of the 


Dreyfus affair and to understand Its 
1 
full meaning, we must go very far 
back. Its history really began in 1521, 
378 years ago, when a Spanish soldier 
of high rank, named Ignatius Loyola, 
having been wounded In battle, sol' 
emnly resolved to change his method 
of warfare and to become a veritable 
soldier of the Pope. He ultimately 
created what he called a company or 
society of men organized In a totally 
different way from any existing eccle- 
siastical organization. That company 
Ia known, today throughout the world 
as the Company of Jesus, or the Jesuit 
Society. It was established on three 
fundamental principles. First, there Is 
what is known as the -principle of 
Probabllism-^that any ; doubtful con- 


v ' duct of which you are'guilty, although, 


against the admonition of your con- 
science,, is .probably permissible If you 
can find any doctor of theology any- 
where in the church who has justified 
it or excused it; in other words, the 
principle of probabilista means the 
substitution of external authority for 
the voice of conscience.; The second 
marked feature of this society is what 
Is called the doctrine of Mental Reser- 
vation. ,As all the men who have fig- 
ured on the side of the prosecution in 
the Dreyfus business .are pupils of the 
Jesuits, they furnish us "with illustra- 
tions of all the distinctive features of 
'this society. The doctrine, of mental 
reservation was illustrated by the con- 
duct of the president of the first court- 
martial that tried Captain Dreyfus. 
You may remember that when he gave 
his evidence on his oath he said .that 
be had read,only one of the several 
documents that, in defiance of the fun- 
damental principles -of Justice, had" 


t 
been shown to the judges at the first 
trial behind, the prisoner's bads .and 
without < Ms knowledge. But there 
/• happened to be -on that ^tribunal, at 


"there has' been, happily, on this, at 
least one-honest man, and he appeared 
as witness at Rennes, and therein gave 


< 
'Colonel Manvel, the president of 
the 


' first'court-martial, the lie direct, say- 


. ing that all the documents' had been 


read, and not one only. .Thereupon 
Colonel Mauvel got up and unblush- 
ingly informed the court that all he 
had said was that he had (read-only. 
one document, but had not denied that 
the=restr'had been read by his clerk. 
There you have an illustration of the 
Jesuit principle of mental reservation, 
telling the truth to the letter In order 
to deceive in the spirit; and then there 
is the principle of which yon have all 


. 
read—that the end justifies the means 
and that to achieve a particular end 
which.is judged desirable and good you 
. may adopt the most wicked means and 
remain blameless, and yon know, that 
at every stage of this .tola! what Is 
called the honorable end baa been 
thought to juBtify lying, tocgery and 
attempted assassination. 
No doubt 


many engaged In this .travesty on Jus- 
tice have ..been persuaded that they 
were upholding the honor of the 
French army, and that they were jus- 
tified In behaving in a way that has 
staggered and outraged the conscience 
of the entire human race, \7hat, then; 
was the fundamental principle" under- 
lying the policy of Loyola? It was the 
absolute supremacy of external 
au- 
thority. The one virtue in the ethical 
system of the Jesuits Is obedhience at* 
all hazards and at all costs. Even if 
.the thing*you are required to do is con- 
< trary to yonr conscience, you must do 


it, and. yon are held blameless if you 
have been ordered to do it by ecclesias- 
tical authority. If you wish to know 
how thoroughly Loyola elucidated this 
principle yon should read his spiritual 
exercises. Here are two of his4nstruc- 
tiona; he puts this sentence into the 
mouth of a disciple: "I ought to desire 
to be ruled by a superior who endeav- 
ors to subject my judgment or to sub- 
due my understanding*'; I. e,, you must 
submit not only your conscience and 
your will, but yonr very reason to your 
ecclesiastical superior, and you must 
make every effort to bring your way of 
thinking Into harmony with his, so 
that you may do it willingly and in- 
telligently. 
Then he adds: "I ought 


not to be my own. but his who created 
me, and felt, too, by whose meais God 
gorenfc me, mad.yield mywif to be 
moulded In hta hand like 00 much 
wax. I ought to b* like » corpse which 
has neither will nor understanding; or 
like a email croetftx which Is twined 
about at the will of him that boldi it; 
or like a staff in tbe hands of an old 
men who nae* it H may be*t acsUt 
or pleas* him." 


Now from that day to this the his- 


tory of the Roman Catholic Church 
has been a history Of th« efforts of tbe 
J«*nit Society to dominate the whole 
church &nd to Mtur&t« it with the*e 
principle*, to tonrpel every Roman 
Catholic to snbmlt himself as absolote- 
. If to the ftnthorilr of the Pope as erery 
Jesuit does to the antborfty of the 
General of ht» order. Thin biUUe b&« 
taken tbe Je»nlU 3W> r^ftrs to •win, and 
•o far.a* the hlftrarchy i* ooncern(«d it 
it wo*. Tbey h*re been bltlerlr op- 
pow>d within the Roman Catholic 
Chnrch ittetf, one Prtpp in 1773 «ctoftl- 


ly suppressing the society, but his sue- 
cesosr found that he could not fight his 
battles without them, and .so be re- 
stored the society In 1804. Since that 
time the Jesuits have gradually,spread 
throughout the whole of Europe, al- 
though in some countries, as in France, 
it IB nominally Illegal'for them to, be 
there, yet they have crept in under va- 
rious names. A» au illustration of 
what they can do, even the German 
Emperor himself bought the .vote, of 
the Roman Catholic party in his 
Reichstag by allowing the Jesuits to 
return last year into Germany, and to 
reoccupy the position from which his 
father had 'expelled them. What I 
mean by saying that the Jesuit gocie- 
ty has now captured the whole Roman 
Catholic Church is what every student 
of ecolesiaf tical history is aware; viz., 
that their, final., triumph was achieved 
In our-own time at the Vatican council, 
when the Pope was decreed personally 
infallible in all matters of faith aid 
morals, and there, is nothing that can- 
not be brought under that head apart 
altogether from the assent or con- 
sent of the Catholic Church assembled 
Ifl general council, and If the Pope Is 
personally infallible, the Jesuit conclu- 
sion logically follows, it is your duty 
to be like a corpse or.a, walkln-stickr 
If the Pbpe's voice is the Infallible 
voic6 of God, flien whatever your 
conscience says to the contrary must 
be: wrong. And so the Jesuits now 
dominate the entire church. As a mat- 
ter; of fact, ;of the two jthe General Of 
the Jesuits has the greater power. He 
is commonly known in Rome as the 
"Black Pope," to distinguish him from 
tbe Pope himself, who always appears 
in public robed in white; and many 
illustrations might bev given of the 
power" behind the throne; of the way 
In which the:";Black Pope" dominates 
the "White Pope." '•-• 
:, 
- 


Now, ;lh what way ;does this bit of 


history bear upon the matter before 
us? .The Jesuits; were petted^by JNa>- 
poleon III. and were allowed to domi- 
nate everything in France; and they 
have been more or lestr^fa'eored by rep- 
resentatives of the old Monarchist par- 
ty; .butt in a repnbllc,:'itt the very na- 
ture of • things^ the absolutism- of the 
Jesuit ethics is practically, impossible. 
No genuine republican canhandorerto 
anyone, ^except 
CfodV the supremacy 


over his. conscience; and the result is 
that the Jesuits,'whO' have gained a 
strong foothold, have been plotting lor 
some time to destroy the republic, and 
to restore either the Duke of Orjeans 
or Victor Napoleon, in order that they 
might once inOfe JJe= supreme. '. Ah4 
they -have, used in this case, ;as •they 
have very wisely used, education as 
their instrument for moulding influen- 
tial people .accordingr to : their ideas. 
You are familiar with the names of the 
wretches who have played tae ' most 
prominent; part .in; this vile business-^ 
Boledeffre, who is head of the general 
staff; and General Mercier; .both of 
these men were trained in the Jesuit 
military college of St. Cyfj both of 
thein are under the spiritual direction 
of th'e same %ell-knbwn" Jesuit priest 
Every member.of,the?general stalt who 
has taken any part in the lyfig, fbr- 
gery and the attempted assasaination 
of. ithe great Colonel PIcquart Is a; pu- 
pil of a Jesuit college. Then, we need, 
to bear in mind that the. whole of the 
Roman Catholic priesthood of France 
has 'beeiit violenuy:'-tit fMnbrof -the •*«* 
tremlst ^course.; Sf^n4 -lidwy I ;^wanf tit 
readTio !ydti from; a letter recen$y-pub~ 
lished in the London Times in the 
largest type from the pen of an ilius- 
trlous English Roman Catholic: 


The absolute silence of the Pope 


when one word froin him -would have 
stopped the whole, business, is one of 
the inost notewortiiy facts In .Uie case. 


Take the case iof Colonel Picquart, 


the great hero of the occasion, and let 
us remember that though he,too, Is a 
Roman Catholic, he still listens to the 
voice of his .conscience, in spite of the 
infalllbnity of the Pope and the su- 
premacy of the Jesuit There" Is tltat 
significant scene between him and 
General Gonse: Colonel Picquart had 
grave.doubts as to the guilt of poor 
Dreyfus, who had already, been sent to 
the Devil's Isle, and he went to^ Gener- 
al Gonse, his superior, disclosed his 
doubts, /ajod begged the General, as in 
duty bound, to take up the matter, so 
that if the man was innocent he might 
be vindicated. What did General Gon- 
se, Trtth the power._of. life and death 
over this •wretched victim, say?—"It 
you••"will only hold your tongue, no- 
body wfll ever, know anything •about 
it" Then" the conscience of this man, 
Colonel Picquart, leaped up and he re- 
plied to ils superior: "What you say is 
Infamous; I tell you I will not carry 
this secret to .my,grave." Then, they 
tried to get rid of this dangerous man 
as soon as possible. They sent bun to 
Tunis, and ordered the general in com- 
mand bf the army there to send him on 
an expedition with so few soldiers un- 
der him that Inevitably he would have 
been killed. The General,, who hap- 
pened to be another honest man, re- 
fused to send Colonel Picquart forth to 
certain deatA Thus they tried In that 
infamous and cowardly way to murder 
the man who listened to the voice of 
his conscience. 
This is what France has come to by 


allowing the Jesnl^ to become supreme 
Ia her military councils.

LABOR 
PROBLEMS 


Experience Gained in the 


British Colonies. 


it to row Demonstrate* Ttatt the East 


Co»He to ts» MM for 


Wtrt. Mtaa Watttttais. 


In the future of our West Indian col- 


onies the labor problem must'bulk 
largely oh coolies, for while men can- 
not work in tne blazing heat of the 
plantations anii the descendants of the 
people we enslaved will not. The "nig- 
ger" has no taste for agricultural la-* 
bor, and bliss to him is the shady side 
of a hut and half-a-dollar in his pock- 
et. . To work the estates first Portu-- 
guese, then Chinese and lastly Bast 
Indian coolies were imported.: -The 
Portuguese made money and. went Into 
business as storekeepers; the. Chinese 
followed,suit to a smaller way; and 
hardly an Indentured laborer of either 
race is tojbe iound/ now on the sugar 
estates. The East Indian coolie, has 
done better;to agriculture, but "even 
though there is a total of 117,000 of 
them in British Guiana .alone, the 
available labor Is far below what is 
necessary. Mr. Chamberlain has sanc- 
tioned ;the^einlgratldii of 5,000 this 
year, but unless that standard is main- 
tained for several years to come,. the 
want of labor will be as pronounced 
as it is now. When, his ten "years of 
service are up^for the first five he is 
an-indentured laborer, to • the second 
five he: is qualifying lor his passage- 
money home—the cbblle goes back to 
India, and this is. the; drawback of the 
system; for if he settled he would do 
well for the «olony, and the colony 
thinks so mucli cJ him that it is pre- 
pared to do almost anything to keep 
him. But, of course, home is home, 
and when. the;dusky son of the East 
performs his share of the contract, he 
has a perfect right to go if ;h'e pleases. 
But the Colonial Office might with 
very great advantage to both the In- 
dies increase the proportion which is 
allowed to come annually, so that the 
number in active service should never 
get below a certain level. During the 
three years which / ended with 1895 
there were over ,16^000,. Immigrants of 
the-ctass, while during the subsequent 
three years the total was less than 
6,600. So that instead of .Increasing, 
the "working" total Is decreasing, and 
that, too', to the face of the fact that 
with coolie labor and nothing else can 
the mtobr industries of-which .the op- 
ponents of countervailing speak flour- 
ish to any extent. The Barbados man, 
himself as black as the ace of spades, 
and. inclined to belittle the coolie be- 
cause of hie color—he calls him 
'-black1' wlth-sa heartiness; that would 
be positive insolence oik the part, of the 
whitest .matf .that'.eyer wa^f-won't 
work 'regularly• ]bn :the estates.- Wh.en; 
the hurricane • iof last autumn •: played 
sad havoc In Barbados and St Vincent, 
agents Wfire sent to tfle islands to• .of- 
fer -.: work to l)emerara to 2,000. men. 
They offered a three months' engage- 
jnent, good vases, free house accom- 
modation and Jmeoical attendance, but 
even that did hot meet with the degree 
of success one would have expected. 
Mr. Duncan says they recruited 414 
only, and Mr. Sommerson told me-they 
did, not turn out what could be de- 
scribed as a brilliant bargain. They 
are basking to the sunshine of their 
islands now, with the beartiest wishes 
of their mainland employers that their 
rest Is congenial The man for the 
West Indies is tne'East Indian coolie, 
and before long It is hoped he may be^ 
gin Itp.realize.that, himself. So far 
he has not been averse from trying the 
experiment of staying on, and on set- 
tlements to Essequebo, Demerara and 
Berblce there are altogether about 10,- 
000 unindentured cooMes making the 
most on lots of their own of the culti- 
vation of rice. Of their, success-:I.,wlll 
tell you later; what .iff sought to be 
impressed now Is that the West Indian 
planter has, without bounties and 
without the gibes bf stay-at-home 
Britons, quite enough to vex his soul.

NEW YORK, Oct 2.—Since the Co- 


lumbia was launched on June 10^ and 
the Shamrock on June 26, a-number of 
mishaps have befallen these boats. fti» 
most serious of these fell tojthe Co- 
lumbia's lot when in , the -New York 
Yacht Club's annual .cruise -off New- 
port, she had-her steel mast broken, 
when far .ahead of-the old Defender. 
The Shamrock has been aground in 
these .waters, has just escaped colli- 
sion twice and has been the victim of 
numerous Small .accidents, but she"?s 
now in the most perfect condition, as 
is her rival, the Columbia. 


Both boats have been well tried out, 


and: they have- not been found want- 
ing. .The Britisher bad an insignifi- 
cant brush or two with the old-timer1 
Britannia on the other, side, and beat 
her -by many minutes without an ef- 
fort, an inadequate test of her speed. 
Off this side she has been out in the 
lower bay a number of times during 
the past six weeks, and on occasions 
has shown marvelous speed and won- 
derful capabilities. She has shown 
herself to be essentlallyarough-weath- 
er boat, standing up stiffly in 'the 
strongest kind of breeze and cutting 
through the water in a marvelously 
smooth manner. In lighter weather 
the Shamrock has not had much test- 
ing,- beyond the ordinary trials which 
permitted Designer Fife and Saitaak- 
er Ratsey to studyher weaknesses and 
improve her rig. Since her first trials 
tile; Shamrock has fitted up a new set 
6t sails, much larger.in area than the' 
.first and suiting her'.better. 


•The Columbia has had more trials 
than her British rival and probably 
her trials'have been better. They cer- 
tainly could not have 'beetf'tnore sat- 
isfactory. /.She has* been pitted half a 
score of times against the old cup de- 
fender and has won in every case.. Her 
trials: took placeloff Newport, and so 
decisive were her victories during the 
annual cruise of the New York Club 
that it was deemed unnecessary imme- 
diately after to further test'her quali- 
ties. However, in order to give her a 
more thorough trial, additional races 
with, the Defender; were arranged and* 
with some improvements that had 
been made the Columbia won more 
marked triumphs.
